Textile induetry exports have Increased greatly einoe the beginning of 
the three -year plan. The value of ootton industry exports from 1 Ahguot 1946 
to 30 April 1947 was 48,300,000 forints, while exports for the first 9 months 
of the plan were already 134 million forints. At the beginning of the three- 
year plan exports by the woolen goods induetry were small. During the first 
9 months of the plan, we have already exported goods valued at 12,300,000 
forints. Silk industry exports were also increased by 10,500,000 foTints in 
the first 9 months of the plan.

Until now Hungary did not manufacture X-ray film and had to Import it 
at a yearly cost of $200,000. Successful experiments were conducted at the 
Forte Factory at Yac, and production has now started. According to the 
Budapest Clinical X-Ray Institute, Hungarian X-ray film has surpassed the 
Swiss and lags slightly behind the well-known Ilford film.
